order and introduced Mr. R ay, who in 
starting stud he had been 
a 
teacher 
for 25 years, and for the first 20 years 
he thought ho was a teacher without 
a hobby. 
But he had been led to con­ 
sider the causes for the lack of civic 
pride and the failure in the perform­ 
ance of civic duty, in our great cities 
especially, and he believed he had 
found its roots embedded in our school 
system. 
Citizenship cannot be taught 
from a book. 
It must be taught in 
the earliest stages of our public school 
and nowhere in the public schools a-» he 
found them were even the first lessons 
of citizenship practically taught. Here 
the child is first brought into his first 
relation to communal life—his 
rela­ 
tion to those around him. 
A right or 
wrong teaching on thi> relation shapes 
his whole future relation to the muni­ 
cipality, the state, the nation. 
Here 
his civic conscience must be educated. 
He must be taught that his duty to bis 
fellows is to expose, not conceal, wrong 
doing. 
He should be taught that it is 
both a duty and a privilege to assist 
Die teacher to maintain order and pre­ 
serve good government, instead of be­ 
ing allowed to imbibe the idea that if 
a fellow-pupii does a wrong, he must 
not “ give it aw ay,” but let the teacher 
find out if he can—It is his business, 
not mine. 
A wrong done by a pupil, is 
a wrong done to the school, to every 
other member ot it. 
Never let a child 
leave the school without a civic con­ 
science. 
The briber, the boodler and 
the citizen careless of the purity of 
public service got their education in 
the “ don't tattle’’ theory of the public 
school. 
There are in society (as in the 
schools) more careful, honest and up­ 
right persons than otherwise: but they 
are dominated by the smaller nurubei 
of thoughtless, careless and wrongly 
disposed, because they do not assert 
obemselvoa—they are ciphers in civic 
influence. 
When we founded the nation it was 
on the broad idea of civil liberty: but 
when we adopted our present school 
-ystern, less than 50 years ago, it was 
founded on the old world .idea of a 
monarchy—a tyranny, so to speak. 
I ’ 
is the teacher’s place to govern.ours to 
submit if we can’t help it; his place to 
lind out if he can; ours to prevent hi 
finding out, when vve can. 
The speaker then explained his sys­ 
tem of school government, based on the 
idea of training pupils in the funda­ 
mental idea of good citizenship- self- 
government. 
Self government in the school is not 
nough: pupil government is too much 
For three years past he had conducted 
bis school on a plan which he believed 
had secured better results than could 
have been secured in any other way; a 
plan which with modifications adapting 
it to < ther schools had worked like 
good results, and where thoughtfully, 
carefully and 
gradually 
introduced, 
had never proven a failure. 
In his 
school the greatest amount of liberty 
s secured and that liberty is not abus­ 
ed. 
R upils control their conduct iu the 
school-rooms, the halls, the ground:; 
but do not make tho rules or execute 
them. 
The school is in reality a real 
republic: the principal i." the executive 
and eases of insubordination aroof rare 
occurrence. 
The civics of tho school were more - 
ed somewhat after the civics of th*- 
R oman 
republic. 
Tribunes 
were 
elected each month, one in each room, 
from among the pupils. 
His duties 
were purely judicial, not executive. 
He was a representative of the school, 
and all complaint** must first go to him. 
The children can adjust most of the 
difficulties which now so annoy the 
teacher,and cheerfully do it through an 
officer elected by themselves for that 
purpose, and their self-pride is stimu­ 
lated to bettering the order of the 
school. 
The school is no longer a 
prison, but a place of pleasurable re­ 
sort. 
A t the close of Mr. R ays' remarks a 
song was given by the Dixon 
High 
School Chorus, led by Prof. George E. 
Krinbill. with Miss Mable Barlow at 
the piano, which was loudly applaud­ 
ed and showed excellent training. 
Mr. llav then called on Dr. Geo. P. 
Brown, editor of the Home and School 
Journal of Bloomington, for a further 
discussion of the subject of tho R ound 
Table. 
Dr. Brown said that the ob­ 
ject of school training was to prepare 
children to act their part in practical 
civil life. W e must learn to do a thing 
bv doing it.. 
By the process of doing 
teach principles which underlie the 
doing. 
Mr. R a v‘s idea is simply an ap­ 
plication of this principle worked out 
in methods of school government which 
we apply in other lines of instruction. 
W e can train children into habits and 
give them principles of action that will 
send them out of school better material 
for true citizenship than they other­ 
wise would become. 
Mr. French of the Hyde Park High 
School, being called on spoke along 
the same line: referring to Dewey’s re­ 
mark that education is not a prepara- 
for life—it is life.

If pro perly intro du ced it is a basic 
idea th a t will revo lu tio nize o u r pu blic 
scho o ls. 
Su perintendent Ro eheleau o f Streat- 
er spo ke o f the su ccess o f the mo ve 
ment in smaller scho o ls and its a da p t­ 
ability to the ru ral districts, and a d­ 
vised th a t in graded scho o ls, teachers 
begin with the lo wer grades. 
Mr. Ray by invitatio n expianed mo re 
fu lly his system o f rewards and pu n­ 
ishments. 
His plan pro vides fo r the reco gni­ 
tio n o f the mo st o rderly pu pils by giv­ 
ing them the title o f citizen. 
The 
cit zan wears a badge which is a to ken 
o f ho no r, and whan the wearer falls to 
to do this du ty the teacher remo ves 
the symbo l. 
There is bo th pu nish­ 
ment and reward in this scheme, said 
Mr. Ray, and the elTect Invariably is 
salu tary. 
The badge o f citizenship in 
the scho o l carried with it certain priv­ 
ileges th a t were very simple, 
bu t 
higbly appreciated, and Its po ssessio n, 
secwred fo r so me wo rthy act, had trans 
fo rmed many a weak pu pil into a self- 
centred and self-respecting citizen.

At half-past ten o 'clo ck the presi­ 
dent, Geo rge W. Andrew o f La Salle, 
with a tripple tap o f Lis gavel pro du ced 
instantaneo u s silence where bu t a mo ­ 
ment befo re had been the bu zz o f ani­ 
mated co nversatio n, and the co nven 
tio n o f teachers which tilled the largo 
au dience and Su nday Scho o l ro o ms o f 
the 
Metho dist c h u rch —bo th gro u nd 
flo o rs and galleries—was called to o r­ 
der. 
The first thing in o rder was the dis- 
cu -sio n o f an al)le ()aper o n “ The Jn- 
ilu enceo f the Stu dy o f Hi.-to ry and 
Civic.s in the Fo rmatio n o f Character, 
which had been previo u sly 
prepared 
by Jo hn C. Hanna o f Gak P ark, and 
su bmitted in pamphlet fo rm to the 
members. 
T he speaker intro du ced to 
o pen the discu ssio n was F. M. Tracy o f 
Kankakee, who ably reviewed the pa­ 
per o f Mr 
Hanna. 
He read his r e ­ 
marks 
fro m 
manu script, and start 
ing with the pro po .sitio n th a t the stu dy 
o f the hu man race in its develo pment, 
sho wed th a t a kno wlege o f histo ry is 
invalu able in the pro gres.s o f h u m a n ­ 
ity. 
Histo ry is bu t the reco rd—the 
display—o f natio nal and 
individu al 
CQaracter. 
He then traced the co u rse 
o f histo ry, sho wing ho w the leading

epo chs. 
Histo ry 
sho u ld 
receive mo re attentio n in the lo wer 
grades o f o u r pu blic scho o ls. 
Mo re 
time sho u ld bo given and a mo re co m­ 
prehensive stu dy in o ther lines than 
th a t o f o u r o wn natio nal histo ry. 
His 
to ry, ho wever, is no t civics, and a n a ­ 
tio n like o u rs canno t affo rd to neglect 
civics. 
And here the speaker criticis­ 
ed so mewhat the paper u nder discu s­ 
sio n as no t being su fficiently pro no u nc­ 
ed in its demand fo r the stu dy o f civics. 
Ill-go vernment is the resu lt o f a lack 
o f specific kno wledge o f civics and their 
relatio n to character. 
T h e teacher 
(the character-bu ilder) mu st have a 
tru e co nceptio n o f this, and his kno w­ 
ledge i-ho u ld be early impressed u po n 
the mind o f the pu pil. 
A go o d citizen 
is no t merely o ne who o beys the laws 
o f his co u ntry, bu t o ne who insists th a t 
o nly the wo rthy shall make the laws. 
It ha.s been frequ ent su bject o f rem ark 
in diplo matic circles th a t the repre­ 
sentatives o f o ther natio ns seem to bf. 
better qu alified fo r the di.icharge o f 
their du ties in Washingto n than do the 
representatives 
this 
natio n 
sends 
abro ad. 
This is becau se they are 
trained to statesmanship and no t in 
mere po litic-. 
Su ch training can mo ^t 
effectively begin in -elf-go vernment in 
the scho o ls o f the co u ntry. 
Mr. C ram er o f W au kegan co ntinu ed 
the discu ssio n by stating th a t civic- is 
he -tu dy o f man and his enviro .nment. 
kno wledge o f what has been do ne in 
go vernment infiu ences man's 
who le 
character. 
W e want all fact- p erta in­ 
ing to the fo rmatio n o f t» 'Overnm<*nt-: 
bu t gr -ater empha-is sho u ld be given 
to the siu 2y o f civics which are the 
real and present fo rces th a t are maa- 
ing histo ry. 
The teaching o f mo rals 
IS necH->ary and inseparable in the 
stu dy o f ciyies. 
The pu pil is no t a to o l 
fo r the read ing o f many bo o ks, bu t is 


secu ring the best administratio n cf 
civil affairs. 
T h ere is a pressing nee-d 
fo r the cu ltivatio n o f patrio tism, 
in 
view o f the fact o f the large and co n­ 
stantly increasing fo reign element in 
o u r po pu latio n. 
This canno t be secu r­ 
ed in the men and wo men who se traits 
o f character are fixed befo re they reach 
o u r sho res, and who are the pro du ct in 
man}' cases o f a civilizatio n antago n­ 
istic to o u r o wn. It can o nly be tau ght 
to the children o f these by the te a c h ­ 
ers o f o u r pu blic scho o ls, and the e a r l­ 
ier the effo rt the easier tne task and 
the better the resu lt. 
Patrio tism is 
no t a m a tte rò ! text-bo o k kno wledge, it 
mu st be tau g h t largely thro u gh 
the 
emo tio nal natu re o f th e-child; and it 
can be so ingrafted into his natu re th a t 
he will so me day see to it th a t the 
highest civic ho no rs shall be the pu r­ 
chase o nly o f the highest virtu e and 
mo ral integrity. 
Mr. 
Hanna clo sed this interesting 
discu ssio n with a clearer elu cidatio n o f 
so me o f the po ints in his papo i, ac 
ku o wledging the ju stice o f Mr. T ra c v’s 
criticism, and brietly explaining the 
cau ses o f the deficiency. 
He entirely 
co incided with the speakers th a t pre 
ceded him in their demand fo r an earl 
ier and mo re co mprehensive stu dy o f 
physics in co nnectio n 
with
